SUGGESTION: In cases where ^security index subject owns or has access to an

CURRENT PRACTICE: Current regulations provide that a subject's employment, 
^ " address, and any other additional data deemed necessary 

— to assist in locating a subject in an emergency should be 

included on the security index card; Current regulations also provide lor the 
inclusion on a separate card' attached to the security index card, other data which 
would assist in effecting the apprehension of the subject. 

ADVANTAGES : SA _feels that it is logical to assume that in the event of a 

national emergency, many security subjects would utilize this 
means of travel if they intended to avoi^ apprehension. He feels 
that by implementing his suggestion, the security index card would more adequately 
•fulfill its purpose of providing a ready place of reference to pertinent information, 
i^egarding a subject which would assist in his location in an emergency situation. 
In addition, the suggested data would be of assistance in the efficient conduct of 
day to day activities such as surveillances, spot checks and similar activities.

CONCLUSIONS: SAC _pomted out that while thrs-^nggestion-ftpp ears to 

have some merit, that the information pn.the security index card 
should be limited to that inforniation which is necessary to fulfill 
the objective of having necessary data to effect an immediate apprehension. If . 
additional information is necessary, it is considered necessary to review the sub- 
ject file and when necessary, conduct additional investigation. SAC _ 
is opposed to the adoption of this idea. This suggestion was considered by the 
Domestic Intelligence Division, and s also opposed to its adoption. I 

He pointed out that a similar suggestion was made in 1951 and it was not adopted j 
because it would entail considerable additional record keeping and to be of any 
value at all, the information would have to be kept current at all tiiiles and tj[ie lim-{ 
ited number of instances when such irformation would be needed immediately, 
jwquWJ)^^f by the tremendous burden of keeping this information current.

The rapidly deteriorating situation betv/een Cuba and the U.S. 
has prompted us to direct our planning so as to be prepared to meet any 
eventuality, whether in the forni of a limited or fall-scale emergency. 
It is essential to identify and tabulate those individuals who, in an 
emergency involving Cuba, would represent a potential or actual danger 
to the internal security of the U.S. Study reveals our existing Security 
Index procedures offer the best,* framework within v/hich to accomplish this, 
with minor modifications in order to fit requirements of Cuban situation.

As in case of our planning for Formosan open hostilities in 1955, we 
will be faced with different lines of action in event of limited CuDan 
emergency as distinguished from a full-scale emergency in which entire 
Emergency Detention Program would become operable. In limited Cuban 
emergency we would in all probability proceed against aliens with 
deportation warrants, as was planned in Formosan crisis, and order 
intensified coverage of citizens.

. While tabulating those "Pro-Cuban" individuals on the 

existing Security Index it is believed we should afford firm guidance 

I to the field in reconunending additional individuals for the Security 
Index who in consideration of the clear and present identification 
of the Cuoan Government as being procoramunist, pro-Soviet Bloc and anti- 
United States, would be deemed dangerous or potentially dangerous to 
the internal security of the U.S. in event of an emergency involving 
j Cuba and the U.S. In requiring that the facts clearly and unmistakably 
i depict a subject as a dangerous individual who could be expected to 
commit acts inimical to the national defense and public safety in such 
an eventuality we are instructing the field that, in recommending 
additional subjects for the Security Index on this basis, there should 
be a substantial showing of data within the following standards: 

(a) An individual has served as a leader or officer or has 
substantially participated in the activities of a pro-Castro organization 

, and has engaged in activities which have included either the preparation 
or distribution of pro-Cuban. or anti-U.S. propaganda; the active 
collection of funds for any agency or representative of xhe Cuban 
uoveniment or tor a pro-tastro group, which funds are not intended for 
the relief of human suffering or other charitable purposes; active 
participation in acts of violence against anti-Castro individuals or 
^oups or qgainst the United States; or the active collection of 
intelligence data regarding the national defense of the United States 
or which would serve the purposes of the Cuban Government as opposed to 
the interests of the United States, where there are ^reasonable grounds 
to believe that such data is to be or has been conveyed to any agency 
or representative of the Cubzui Government. 

(b) An individual, whether he has participated in 
organizational activity or not, has engaged in one or more activities 
specified in (a) above and it has been clearly established, by overt 

I acts or state.'nents or other evidence, that there are reasonable grounds 
to believe the loyalty of the individual would lie with the Cuban 
Government in the event of armed conflict between the Cuban Government 
and the United States. 

(c) In connection with all individuals recommended for 
addition to the Security Index in consideration of these standards 

there must be a clear showing, by overt acts or statements or other 
evidence, that there has been a continuing sympathy for the aims and 
objectives of the Cuban Government since 10-1-60. This is absolutely 
essential in view of the rising tide of disillusion with and defection 
from the Cuban Government.

The field will be impressed with its responsibility, 
with regard to all individuals tabbed "Pro-Cuban," to recommend immediate

If 
such be the case, reports should be submitted in accordance 
with the instructions pertaining to submission of reports in 
key figure and top functionary cases. Although it will no 
longer be necessary to submit semiannual reports in the routine 
key facility case, you should insure that if pertinent information 
is developed of particular and immediate interest, such must 
be promptly furnished the Interested agency. ^ 

E. Submission of Summary Reports In Security Index Cases - 

Section 87D of the Manual of Instructions specifies ^ 
that a summary report must be in possession of the Bureau when ^ 
a subject is recommended for the Security Index. This rule 
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still applies If the report Is the initial report in the case. 
However, in those cases in which previous investigative reports 
.have been submitted and whloh are documented in accordance with 
the practices established by SAC Letter 121 (H) dated December 
20, 1951> as amended, a summary report need not be submitted 
when recommending a subject's name for inclusion in the Security 
Index. Such recommendations should, however, be accompanied 
by a current investigative report.

During the 31 Revie.v Proiran of the Spring and SiunMer of 1955

Recommendation : 

It is recommended tha^^this requirement be eliminated. This 
would save two letters from each field office annually and the status 
of this matter in individual cases can be followed through the 
utilization of a tickler system. 

Transmittal of Key Figure Lists to the Bureau 

Each office is required to subiuit a liol of ito kev fij^ures, 
including top functionaries, to the Bureau on .ipril 1 and October 1 
of each year. In addition to listing the icey fi^iures the field 
indicates the status of the case, whether a photo.'^rapn and handwriting 
specimen haye been forwarded to the Bureau, and the position held in 
the subversive movement and in any labor union. 

ReconLtiendation : ' 

It is reconmended that this requirement be eliminated.
